It is one of the cardinal doctrines of 
the conservation people of the country, 
led’ by Gifford Pinchot, that forests are 
essential to the conservatioy of water 


supply. Reforest the denuded mountain 
and hill slopes, they say, and the prob- 
lem af erosign will be solved and als® 
the problem of-drought. But the testi- 
mony taken -py the, national waterways 
commission fails to indorse this theory. 

There -is a prospect that the division 
of expert opinion will be so nearly even 
as to prevent the adoption by. Congress 
of any definite policy of reforesting, and 
if this shotld* bé the case for lands 
owned by the federal government, it 
naturally follows that it 
affect thée~policy' of the several states 
and of individual owners.” 

One of the experts, whose name the 
commission does not care to disclose, 
but who. appeared before it in response 
to a request, begine with the statement 
that forests can only effect stream flow 
by increasing precipitation or by modi- 
fying the run-off. There is a popular be- 
lief, a that more rain talls over 
a forested area than over the same kind 
of tract if not forested, but experiments 
which have been made to show this effect 
give no conclusive results. This belief, 
therefore, he points out, is supported 
only hy theoretical arguments. 

It is alleged by the Pinchot conserva- 
tionists that forests exercise a potent 
influence upon the run-off of rain so that 
the flow of streams is made more uni- 
form. That forests have some such in- 
fluence is generally admitted, but the 
beneficial effects, according to the expert | 
here quoted, are inappreciable for the | 
following reasons: 

First. There is a decided limit to the 


amount ef water that the forest cover | 


can absorb. 

Secoyid. After the capacity of the 
forest’ cover is exhausted, additional 
water must run off into the streams. 

Third. The amount of run-off de- 
pends directly upon the amount of pre- 
cipitation, except as modified by 
factors. 

Fourth. The rapidity of the run-off 
largely depends upon the steepness of 
a slope and is net much affected by the 
forest cover. ' 

Fifth. The highest water occurs 
where warm spring rains fall upon an 
accumylation of snow. 

Sixth—High water, such as occurs in 
the Ohio valley, results from the dis- 
charging of the high waters of the trib- 
utaries together rather than in succes- 
sion. 

Seventh—In periods of prolonged 
drought forests may make the low water 
of stream’ lower rather than higher. 

Eighth—Examples of streams whose 
flow has improved after deforestation 
appear to be as numerous as are those 
where the opposite reshlt has been noted. 

Ninth—Studies of this question, using 
all available data for a given stream 
over a long period of time, fail to dis- 
close any appreciable connection bet ween 
forests and stream flow.

UST as the little general store 

that supplied our great-grand- 

mothers and great-grandfathers 

with merino, sugar or tea kettles 
as their need might require has grown 
into the great department store of to- 
day, covering a block or more and hav- 
ing a force of bookkeepers, accountants, 
buyers, managers and so on, so has the 
business of the public ‘schools developed. 
The officials used to think a mighty task 
devolved upon their shoulders in de- 
termining the course to be pursued by 
the Latin and later the writing schools 
established in their new land, and so it 
did, for they were the foundations of 
the present-day public schools.

“Boston apparently excels all 
American cities in the effectiveness 
provisions for commercial educa- 
tion,” begins the report. “Early in 1906 
a high schoo] of commerce was*planned 
to part of the city public 
school system.

“*At the meeting of 
men’s committee in May, 
of recommendations was proposed to the 
school committee concerning such sub-| 
jects as the permanent site of the school, | 
the employment of technically trained | 
teachers and summer employment for 
students. ‘These recommendations were 
adopted by the school committee, and it 
is believed have been of vital assistance 
in the development of the school. So far 
as it is known this is the first time that 
cooperation between school authorities 
and business has been effected in this 
country. It has resulted in a practical 
cooperation between the men who can 
say “what should be done” and the 
board of superintendents whose business 
it “how it shall be done.” It 
is generally admitted that the committee 
of business men has been of substantial 
value in promoting the development of 
the school.’ 


Traveling Scholarships 

“The committee ‘has been largely in- 
atrumental in making a new and per- 
manent home for the school possible in 
the near future, and in the creation of 
traveling scholarships to Central Amer- 
ica, South America and Europe.’ The 
new building is yet to come, but the 
scholarships have already been estab- 
lished, 

“Two young men, members of the 
graduating class, to whom these scholar- 
ships were granted have becn sent an- 
nually to South America to study trade

Forestry as a profession in the United 


States is of more recent origin. Al- 
though some cities and towns have: for 
Vears emploved ollicers know n as for- 
-esters, whose duty it is to care for 
Shade trees in the streets aud in the 
purks, few of these men in the past 
possessed technical training. 

The forestry activity of today in 
America is a broad movement, not con- 
fined to cities or towns or indeed to 
the habitat of man, but includes every 
acre of timber-bearing land in the coun- 
try. When it is remembered that there 
are nearly 200,(00,000 acres in the na 
tional forests alone, and that the area 
of the private forests is more = than 
three times that of public forests, it 
is readily comprehended that there is 
an extensive ficld for the employment o! 
men versed in the arts of arboriculture. 

It would be difieult to trace definite! 
the beginning of the study of tree cul- 
ture in this country. Such education 
appears to lve developed naturally with 
the needs of the nation. Agricultural 
colleges in many states have tauglit 
fruit-growing, which probably was tie 
first attempt at systematic knowledge

Nearly Seventy Schools 


According to a list of institutions giv- | 
ing instruction in forestry, compiled by | 


the United States forest service and pub- 
lished in American Forestry, there are 
three graduate schools in the United 
States and 66 colleges giving some for- 
estry instruction. Yale, Harvard and the 
Jniversity of Michigan give two-year 
post-graduate courses, leading to a mas- 
ter’s degree, in forestry. 

Practically all of the state agricultural 
colleges have placed forestry prominently 
in their courses of study. 


Actual Practise in Woods 


Many of these forestry schools have 
camps in woods owned by the institu- 
tion or by the state in which they are 
located, where students are taught the 
subject first hand. WHarvaru University 
has a 2000-acre tract of timber in Pe- 
tersham, Mass., with a merchantable 
stand of timber amounting to 10,000,000 
board feet. Nine tenths of the growth 
is white pine, the rest being chestnut, red 
and white oak and other hard woods. 

It is the policy of the school to carry 

on regular logging operations and other 
work looking toward the most productive 
handling of the forest. Instruction is 
given at Petersham when the most im- 
portant woods work is going on, espe- 
cially in the autumn and spring. Before 
graduation the forestry students are 
t ‘sen on trips to the lumber regions of 
Maine, where snow logging and inspec- 
tion of mills, forest surveying, timber 
estiriating and similar tests are given 
attentioz.

At Mississippi's Source 
Summer forestry operations of the 
University of Minnesota are established 
at Itasca lake, about a mile from the 
source of the Mississippi river.

AINTING on silk and satin seems to 
be regarded as a very difficult art, 
and many people who could manage it 
quite successfully leave it severely alone, 
thus depriving themselves of many 
dainty articles that can be thus deco 
rated, says the San Diego Union, 
A very little knowledge of painting is 
quite sufficient for this work, but the 
following directions should be strictly 


followed. The painting may be done | 


with water colors or oils, and the design 
chosen should be simple and dainty. 

The satin or silk is pinned on a clean 
board, and the design drawn or traced 
on; if it is traced, white paper must be 
used and the tracing done as lightly as 
possible. 

A china palette or plate should be used 
for the paint, which must be freshly put 
out, for oil paint if allowed to stand be- 
comes sticky. 

A little pure tuspentine may be used 
to clean the brushes, and they must be 
wiped dry with an old silk rag before 
using them for fresh color. 

Study the design well and put the re- 
quired shades, as far as is possible, di- 


rectly on the satin; avoid mixing on thie | 


material, although it is better to put 
on faint shades, which ¢an be deepened, 
than dark colors which have to be mixed

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ENTING TREE INJURIES 


Ways to keep off rabbits and mice 


.™ 


T often happens that young trees are 

| injured during the winter by having 

; ‘their trunks gnawed by rabbits or mice. 
}.. Mice do not like to travel far in search 

fer food; they prefer short forays. So 

the first thing to do to prevent their 
7 ttacking tree trunks is to allow no lit- 
ter or grass or other material in which 
“the animals would likely build their nests 


‘to remain near the trees. A second pre- 
» caution is to heap earth around the 
“trunks to the depth of say eight inches 
| or a foot in a little conical mound and 
_t press this down somewhat so that 
) winter rains will not wash much of it 
‘away. The mice do not seem to care to 
'elimb up these mounds but rather go 
‘around them in traveling from place to 
s"Rabbits and hares will travel consid- 
‘Grable distances in search of food, so the 
oy precautions as given for mice will 
i mot apply so definitely to them. These 
animals do not, as a rule, make nests or 
burrows in orchards, but if there is food 
dn the orchard, they will get the habit of 
coming for it and when this food gives 
out, they will turn to the trees. 
In spite of such precautions rabbits 
? often visit orchards and therefore some 
}! sport of. protection is necessary to keep 
3 trunks from’ being attacked. Per- 
“haps the best form of protection is wire 
netting. This need not be finer than 
half inch mesh. Preferably this netting 
‘should be of galvanized wire so as to last 
\for several years. The proper width to 
| buy is two foot. 
+ The netting should be cut with tinners’ 
| Shears in strips long enough to extend 
around the tree and still leave two or 
three inches to allow for expansion as 
the tree trunks grow. Strips of wood 
may be used instead of wire netting, but 
these are not as useful nor as convenient 
_ to apply. : 
. But supposing that the trees have been 
_ left unprotected in any way and the 
trunks have been injured. What then 
_ should be done? The best thing is to 
' ‘wrap the trunks with bandages of blan- 
ket inside of which soil is placed so as 
' to prevent the excessive drying out of 
‘the stems before spring. This is only a 


ve

temporary arrangement. When growth 


begins in the spring, the bandages should |. 


be removed, the old bark pared back with 
a sharp knife around the wounds until 
fresh and living bark is reached. Then 
twigs should be placed .so as to bridge 
over the gaps. These twigs may lie flat 
against the trunks or be slightly bowed 
outward but they must always be firmly 
held in place. It is important that they 
be pared at their ends so as to form 
thin wedges without injuring their bark 
at the sides of these wedges. Then they 
should be thrust beneath the bark both 
above and below the gaps. 

The object sought with these twigs or 
scions is to establish growth between the 
two edges of the wound. The sap will 


ascend and descend through them and |’ 


the tree thus be saved. Enough twigs 
should be placed across the wound to do 
the duty of the old trunk. For instance, 
a tree with a diameter of an inch, if 
completely girdled, should have from 
four to six scions inserted. Larger 
trunks should have the scions as close 
together as an inch. 

These cuts and the twigs must be cov- 
ered with some material that will not 
allow .evaporation of sap from the 
wounds and will not interfere in any 
way with growth, but rather promote de- 
velopment. The best material to use is 
grafting wax. This is made of melted 
resin, tallow and beeswax. One of the 
most popular waxes is made as follows: 

In an old iron pot place three parts 
by weight of resin, three of beeswax and 
two of tallow. Warm these over a gen- 
tle fire until all three are melted. After 
they have liquified and have been stirred 
until thoroughly mixed the fluid should 
be poured with cold water and worked 
with ‘the hands in just the same way 
that molasses taffy is worked, except 
that the working is under water until 
When 
it is of the color of molasses taffy, due 
to the pulling, it is ready for use. 

Application should be so thorough that 
no air can get beneath the wax. Nothing 
further need be done. The twigs as they 
grow will push the wax away and in 
time pieces will drop off and the tree 
will have been saved.

ONDON—To write an article on one 
phase of Australia’s life and activity 
is comparatively easy; details are avail- 
able, deductions may be drawn, and gen- 
erally the task of the narrator is clear. 
But to write an article on Australia as 
a whole is more complex and more intri- 
cate. One is likely to be discursive, one 
is bound to omit many features of in- 
terest and at best one can give but de- 
tached accounts of a few outstanding 
features. 

Australia is to many but a name. 
Comparatively few have visited the com- 
monwealth and seen for themselves how 
great has been the advance made by its

people, fewer still have taken the trouble | 


to study its geographical position and 
realize its vast extent. Let me explain 
then that the area of Australia is greater 
than that of the United States of 
America, that it is four fifths that of 
Canada, that it is more than a quarter 
of the area of the whole of the British 
empire, that it is nearly three quarters 
of the whole area of Europe and that it 
is about 25 times as large as any of the 
flowing: United Kingdom, Hungary, 
Norway, Italy, the Transvaal and Ecua- 
dor. It is this great size taken together 
with the fact of the limited population 
that gives to the problems of Australian 
development their unique character, and 
its. clear comprehension is essential in 
any attempt to understand those prob- 
lems. 

Sydney people are supposed to be over- 
proud of their harbor, but there is plenty 
of exeuse for the pride. I do not think 
a visitor can ever forget his first im- 
pressions, if he passes through the Head- 
Jandsion a glorious summer’s day. On 
the one side he will see North Head 
cliffs projecting almost sheer with quaint 
fantastic shapes giving individuality to 
the fortress-like mass of rock. On the 
other side is South Head, less forbidding 
in appearance, crowned by the white 
tower of the light-house, whose beams 
afford a welcome to newcomers ere dawn 
breaks. 

The Headlands safely passed, our visi- 
tor will then see revealed a panorama of 
rare charm. Nestling in its pine trees 
in a neighboring cove is the quondam vil- 
lage of Manly, now a prosperous town 
the mecca of holiday makers. 

As the mail boat makes her way to

“either side makes piquant contrast. 
The eye rests on forest lands north with 
red roofed villas and more pretentious 
abodes on the heights beyond.

I do not think any one has forgotten 
the noble sight revealed when the Amer- 
ican fleet paid its first visit to Sydney 
harbor and headed by the flagship Con- 
necticut advanced toward the city: At 
Circular quay deep sea vessels can moor 
within a few minutes of the heart of 
the city. 

The Victorian capital, which is for the 
time being the seat of government, 
is a wonderful city admirably laid out 
‘with fine wide streets and ornamental ap- 
proaches. The St. Kildare road which 
. leads to the city proper is one of the 
finest thoroughfares of its type in the 
‘world and all along the banks of the 
Yarra which divides government house 
from the city, ornamental gardens, rock- 
eries and velvet lawns give attractive 
evidence that Australians are not solely 
creatures of utilitarian ideas. 

Mest of these reserves are of compara- 
. tively recent date, the majority being 
arranged for the visit of the present 
King and Queen (then Duke and Duchess 
of York) to open the first Australian 
Parliament. The Parliament house where 
the federal deliberations are now held 
is a fine building in every way, solid and 
dignified with amy accommodation for 
its purpose. 

I should think that the casual visitor 
to Australia would be very surprised to 
find such cities as Sydney and Melbourne 
in this new land. While one is bound 
to confess that the city population is too 
large, taken in proportion to the popula. 
_ tion of the whole state, still that is a 
tendency that will readily check itself 
in time. The cities themselves together 
with the other Australian state capitals 
Adelaide, Brisbane, Perth and Hobart 
are significant evidence of the general 
prosperity. 

But when we discuss Australia today 
we do not look to the cities, great and 
important as they ere; we consider the 
millions of acres that are ready for set- 
tlement and are awaiting sturdy men 
who will win through the soil the re- 
wards which it is only too ready to offer.

The other, where merino long- 
wooled or cross bred sheep are kept in 
comparatively small flocks on farms 
where the production of lamb and mut- 
ton for the local and export trade is the 
pricipal aim and the wool more of a by- 
product.

The guard of the 
White team, instead of obeying the rule 
that says she must stay close to her 
opponent, remains several feet in front 
of her, and as the ball passes over jumps 
up, and if the ball is too high to be 
caught, stops it with one band and 
catehes it.as it falls. 

To bring off outfield plays successfully 
is also important. A>clever feint is the 
dnly way to overcome the close guard: 
ing that this play allows. One play is 
to make a feint of throwing a high ball, 
and then without changing the position 
of the arms to direct the coumse of the 
ball down and outward. Thus thrown 
it will strike the ground slightly behind 
the guard, and may be caught on the 
bound by a team-mate. Another suc 
cessful feint may be made when the play 
occurs so near the center court that it is 
equally advantageous to throw to a 
team-inate either in forward court or in 
center. Make a feint of throwing the 
ball toward forward or guard, then 
quickly snap it to center. The unex- 
pectedness of these plays greatly in- 
creases their chance ofysucceeding. 

A play that seldom faila when players 
are well trained in teamwork, and in 
precise judgment and quick action, may 
be tsed when the center or forward, for 
whom the ball is. intended, is seen by

The Boston Symphony Orchestra, Max 
Fiedler, conductor, presented its ninth 
program of the season at Symphony hall 
Friday afternoon with the chief man 
from the first desk of ’cellos playing two 
solo numbers. The performance, so far 
as the modern parts of it were concerned, 
was in the director’s best manner and in 
its closing moments touched the very top 
notch of tone eloquence. The rehearsal 
audience applauded with might and main 
an interpretation of Beethoven’s fourth 
aymphony which a dozen other orchestras 
could match, recalling Mr. Fiedler until 
he motioned his men to stand.

PEAKING before the Royal Society inY 


London, Sir Robert Hadfield described 
some specimens of ancient iron which) 
had been unearthed from the buried | 
cities of Ceylon. These included a steel | 
chisel of the fifth century, an ancient 
nail, probably of the same date, and a 
bill- hook. 

An examination of these ape | 
went to show, he said, that a compara- 
tively high degree of metallurgical 
knowledge existed more than 1000 years 
ago in the island of Ceylon. There was 
reason to believe that the metal in the 
specimens found there was wrought iron 
rather than steel. The percentage of 
carbon was generally low. but the edge 
of the chisel bore traces of having been 
cemented or carbonized, a fact which 
seemed to indicate that these ancient 
workers in metals possessed a knowledge 
of a hardening ‘process for the cutting 
edge of tools. 

The crucible process of steel manufac- 
ture would appear to hgve been known 
and practised in the east for a consider- 
able time. It was probable that the
